Virginian With Party of Wounded Veterans From Capo May Makes
Most of Glass Eyes Jtirty Sees Philadelphia and Will Be

Entertained in Private Homes

"They're going to patch up my hose
somehow and I'll soon bo ablo to manip-
ulate my glass eye so well people won't
know I'vo been In the war."

Smiling and boyish, Private Howard
J. Wells of Petersburg, Vo., formed the
central figure of tho group of wounded
soldiers on furlough from the Cape
May Army Hospital, and tho Philadel-
phia women who are their hostesses for
the week-en- Twelve of tho more se-

verely" wounded men, who have had no
previous chanco to leave the hospital,
arrived hero today.

"1 think I'm pretty lucky. You needn't
feel sorry for me." It was Private
Wells again. Tall, well built arid nat-
urally easy of movement, the casual ob-

server might not havo known he was
blind. "I Just got my glass eyes two
days ngo, but I can move them round
so folks thlnK they are real.

"No, It wasn't In a big bnttlo that I
was wounded. It was Just one of the
drives mnde last August 9 near Belgium.
A shell burst and hit mo In three places
I was knocked unconscious and I dldn t
know for a good many hours afterward
that my ryes had been knocked right
out and my head pretty Veil mutilated
Isn't It great that I got my glass eves
before going home for Christmas? I'll
have to have a new bridge for my nose
nnd It may be attached to glasses That
will pretty completely disguise my de-

formities Anysvay I'm happy."
